As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmission by Dawk, it is indispensable that 
letters be not allowed to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconvenience of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclusively, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, viz.

Leiters not for places, within the United King- 


dom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pass through the English Pust Office, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precise- 
ly at the same rates as those fixed for the levy of 
British pre-paid Postage.

It is strongly recommended, both for the con-

TORRES STRAIT, 


Beacon on the Great Barrier Reef. 


Her Majesty’s Government having directed that a lofty and substantial Beacon of Stone should be 
built on one of the rocks of the Great Barrier Reef, for the guidance of Vessels bound through Torres 
Strait; and Captain Blackwood, of H.MS. Fiy, having selected Raine Island for that purpose, and 
having recently reported that the Beacon had been completed, the following notice of it is now published 
fur the benefit of seamen. 


The Beacon is of a circular form, 30 feet in diameter at the base, and 27 feet at the top; the 
building is 64 feet in height, and at low water it stands 75 feet above the level of the sea, It is 
painted with alternate red and white vertical stripes; and in clear weather it ig visible from a ship's 
deck at the distance of 8 or 9 miles, but from the mast head, at 12 or 13 miles. Its lat. is 11° 35’ 8, 
and long. 144° 6’ I. of Greenwich. 


Raine Island is in the middle of an opening, of about 8 miJes in breadth, through the outer 
Barrier Reef; uo bottom is found with 125 fathoms im any part of this opening, nor close up to the 
island, which is a low and natiow coral rock about quarter of a mile in length. ‘Though without water, 
it carries a coarse green vegetation, while Pandora Islet, which is 8 miles farther to the northward, in 
Jat. 11° 27’ S. is a bare bauh of sand. 


The extreme points of the reefs which form the above opening bear from the Beacon N.N.E LE. 
and S.S.E gE. by compass. ‘he time of Ingh water at full and change is 10 o’Clock; the rise at 
ordinary springs about 10 feet ; and the strength of the tide sometimes amounts to 2 knots. ‘The flood 
comes m from the eastward and there is a general current of about a knot, setting to the northward, 
(or to leeward) along the face wf the reef. ‘The variation of the compass is 4° 30/ KE. 


A vessel coming from the southward. and intending to penetrate the Barrier by Raino Island, 
should be pretty certain of her latitude; and when running in to the westward towards the reefs, she 
should so shape her course as to make the Beacon well on the starboard bow, in order to allow for the 
northerly current. 


When the Beacon is clearly made out the island will soon be seen and may be passed on either 
hand, as both chanpels are 24 miles wide. The southern channel will be the most convenient, but the 
reef, which projects a good mile from the S.E. end of the island, must be avoided. 


When the island is passed, a S.W. by W. 4 W. course by compass will lead through a wide open- 
ing in the second line of reefs, and the Hardy Islands will soon be seen, as their distance from Raine 
Island is about 40 miles. Some scattered coral heads will however have to be passed, for which a 
good look out should be kept; and it is recommended to all vessels, whieh have to run to the westward 
among these coral patches, to do so in the morning, before the sug passes much to the westward of the 
meridian, as the patches may then be distinctly seen from the mast head, or from the fore yard, at 
both of which places a careful look out man should be stationed.

Port of the Bombay Presidency to the Port of Bombay, free of the Duty specified in Schedule 8. of 
Act No. L. of 1838. 


II. Provided, and it is hereby enacted, that the Exporter of Cotton Wool under Section 1 of this 
Act shall make application to the Collector of Customs at the Port of Exportation for an Export 
Certificate in Form A. annexed to this Act, and shall specify therein the particulars relative to the 
shipment required in the said I‘orm, and the Exporter shall at the same time furnish Security for the 
amount of Duty chargeable on a like shipment of Cotton Wool according to Schedule B. of Act No. L 
of 1838, with an advance thereon, as a Deposit, of 50 per Cent., and shall engage under penalty of the 
forfeiture of such Deposit, except prevented hy accident of the Seas, that the Cotton Wool so exported 
shall be landed at the Port of Bombay, and that proof of such landing shall be produced at the Port of 
‘xportation within forty days from the date of the Certificate to be granted as hereafter prescribed. 


HI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Exporter having conformed to the Conditions described

to defraud the Revere, he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding the market value of a like 
quantity of Cotton, with double Duty, as chargeable on an importation of Cotton according to the 
said Schedule of the said Act.

Beacon on the Great Barrier Reef.

Her Majesty’s Government having directed that a lofty and substantial Beacon of Stone should be 
built on one of the rocks of the Great Barrier Reef, for the guidance of Vessels bound through Jourres 
Strait; and Captam Blackwood, of LLMs. Fly, having selected Raine Island for that purpose. and 
having recently reported that the Beacon had been completed, the following uotice of it 1s now published 
for the benefit of seamen. 


The Beacon is of a circular form, 80 feet in diameter at the base, and 27 feet at the top; the 
building is 64 feet in height, and at low water it stands 75 feet above the level of the sea. It is 
painted with alternate red and white vertical stripes; and in clear weather it is visible from a shov’s 
deck at the distance of 8 or 9 miles, but from the mast head, at 12 or 13 miles. $13 lat. is 11° 35’ Ss. 
and long. 144° 6’ KE. of Greenwich. 


Raine Island is in the middle of an opening, of about 8 miles in breadth, thronch the outer 
Barrier Reef; no bottom is found with 125 fathoms in any part of this opening. nor close up to the 
island, which is a Jow and narrow coral rock about quarter of a wile ta length. ‘Vhough without water, 
it carrjes & Coarse green vevetation, While Pandcra Islet, which is 8 mules farther to the northward, in 


lat. 1)° 27’ S. is a bare bank of sand. 


The extreme points of the reefa which form the above opening bear from the Beacon N.N.U EE. 
and SS. gE. by compars The time of ligh water at full and change is 10 o’Clock; the rise at 
ordinary springs about 10 feet; and the strength of the tide sometimes amounts to 2 knots. “The fl.od 
comes in from the eastward and there ts a general current of about a knot, setting to the northward, 
(or to leeward) along the face of the reef. The variation of the compass is 4° 30! EL 


A vesscl coming from the southward, and intendmg to penetrate the Barrier by Raine Island, 
should be pretty certain of her latitude; and when runnmg in to the westward towards the reefs, she 
should so shape her course as to make the Beacon well on the starboard bow, in order to allow for the 
northerly current. 


When the Beacon is clearly made out the island will soon be scen and may be passed on either 
hand, as both channels are 24 miles wide. “Lhe southern channel will be the most convenient, but the 
reef, which projects a good mile from the S L. erd of the island, must be avoided. 


When the island is passed, a S.W. by W. | W. course by compass will lend through a wide open- 
ing in the second line of reefs, and the Hardy Islands will soon be seen, as their distance fiom Raine 
Island 13 about 40 miles. Some scattered coral heads will however have to be passed, for which a 
good look out should be kept; and it is recommended to all vessels, which have to run to the westward 
among these coral patches, to do so in the morning, before the sun passes much to the westward of the 
meridian, as the patches may then be distinctly seen from the mast head, or from the fore yard, at 
both of which places a careful look out man should be stationed,

Kingdom of Great Britain, which will come into 
operation 8n the Ist of the ensuing month of

Letters not for places, within the United King-

British pre-paid Postage.

Inland Postage. " 


It is strongly recommended, both for the con-

Biemonthly Overland Communication having now been regularly established between this 
Country and Europe, and the arrangements for the conveyance of the Mails, direct, between Cal- 
cutta and Sues, finally completed and brought into operation; Notice, ,accardingly, is hereby .given, 
that the rates of Postage charged on Letters and Papers carried by the Government Steamers from 
and to Bombay, will likewise be levied, in future, on Letters and Newspapers conveyed by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Vessels, from and to Caleutta,: both by way of Southampton, 
and via Marseilles. 


1. The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to the 
latter, are subjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, in general. ‘The scale of 
British Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 

On every letter not exceeding $ an ounce in weight,”......8 As. or one Shilling. 
On ditto above 4 oz. and not exceeding one ounce, ......f R. or two ditto. 
On ditto above 1 oz and not exceeding two ounces, .....2 Res, or four ditto. 
On ditto above 2 oz. and not exceeding three ounces, ...8 Rs. or six ditto.

2, British weights not being generally available in this country, the following coins of the Hon'ble

7. Letters for any Foreign country, directed to aa Agent in England, will be received and 
disposed of, as if addressed to the United Kingdom.

TORRES STRAIT, - 
Beacon on the Great Bariier Reef.

Her Majesty’s Government having directed that a lofty and substantial Beacon of Stone should he 
built on one of the rocks of the Great Barrier Reef, for the guidance of Vessels bound through Torres 
Strait; and Captain Blackwood, of H.MS. Fly, having selected Raine Island for that purpose, and 
having recently reported that the Beacon had been completed, the following notice of it is now published 
for the benefit of seamen. 

The Beacon is of a circular form, 30 feet in diameter at the base, and 27 feet at the top; the 
building is 64 feet in height, and at low water it stands 75 feet above the level of the sea. It is 
painted with alternate red and white vertical stripes; and in cleat weather it is visible from a ship’s 
deck at the distance of 8 or 9 miles, but from the mast head, at 12 or 13 miles. Its lat. is 11° 35’ S. 
and lotig. 144° 6’ E. of Greenwich. " 

Raine Island is in the middle of an opening, of abont 8 miles in breadth, through the outer 
Barrier Reef; no bottom is found with 125 fathoms in auy part of this opening. nor close up to the 
island, which is a low and narrow coral rock about quarter of a mile in length. ‘hough without water, 
it carries a coarse green vegetation, whije Pandora Islet, which is 8 miles farther to the northward, in 
lat. 11° 27° S. is a bare bank of sand. 

The extreme points of the reefs which form the above opening bear from the Beacon N.N.E LE. 
and S.S.E 3E. by compass. The time of high water ut full and change is 10 o’Cloch; the rise at 
ordinary springs about 10 feet; and the strength of the tide sometimes amounts to 2 knots, The flood 
comes in Fst the eastward and there is a general current of about a kuot, setting to the northward, 
(or to leeward) along the face of the reef. oa a variation of the compass is 4° 30’ k, 

A vessel coming from the southward, and intending to penetrate the Barrier by Raine Island, 
should be pretty certain of her latitude; and when running in to the westward towards the reefs, she 
should so shape her course as to make the Beacon well ‘on the starboard bow, in order to allow for the 
northerly current. . : 

When the Beacon is clearly made out the island will soon be seen and may be passed on either 
hand, as both channels are 24 miles wide. ‘The soythein channel will be the most convenient, but the 
reef, which projects a good mile from the S.E. end of the island, must be avoided. 

When the island is passed, a S.W. by W. $ W. course by compass will lead through a wide oppn- 
ing in the second line of reefs, and the Hardy Islands will soon be seen, as their distance fram Raine 
Jeland is about 40 miles. Some scattered coral beads will however have to be passed, for which 
good look out should be kept; and it ‘ie ‘recommended to all vewbels, whith have to nn to the west wi

Rures for the eramination of Candidates for 
ansertion in the list directed to be annually fur- 
nished to Government, by the Notification of the 
Governor General, dated 10th October, 1844. 


1. No one shall be allowed to become a Can- 
Gidate for insertion in the Annual Returns, who 
is less than 18 or more than 23° years of age; and 
who is not at the time a student either of a 
Government or of a private Institution recognized 
by the Council of Education. All competitors 
must likewise produce satisfactory proofs of good 
moral character. 


2, Every Candidate, whether he belong to a 
Government College or a private Institution, shall ‘ 
be required to undergo the ueual Annual Exami- 
nation, for Senior English Scholarships, a Latin 
being substituted for a Vernacular Kesay, at the 
option of each Candidate. ; 

3. There shall be two class of merit: the first

4. The place of each successful competitor in 
his class, shall'be determined by the relative merit 
of his Examination. , 


3. Every Candidate for insertion in the Coun- 
ci’s hist, shall pay a registration fee of Co.’s 
Rs. 5, prior to being allowed to compete at the 
examination. 


6. The Examinations shall be held Annually 
at the Town Hall, afew days before the Doorga 
Poojah Holidays, of which due notice shall be 
given.

TORRES STRAIT, 


Beacon on the Groat Barrier Reef. 


a 


Her Majesty’s Government having directed that a lofty and substantial Beacon of Stone should be 
built on one of the rocks of the Gieat Barner Reef, for the guidance of Vessels bound through Torres 
Strait; and Captam Blackwood, of H.M.S. Fly, having selected Raine Island for that purpose, and 
having recently reported that the Beacon had been completed, the following notive of it is now published 
for the benefit of seamen 


The Beacon is of a circular form, 30 feet in diameter at the base, and 27 feet at the top; the 
building is 64 feet in height, and at low water it stands 75 feet above the level of the sea. It is 
painted with alternate red and white vertical stripes; qudin clear weather it is visible from a ship’s 
deck at the distance of 8 or 9 miles, but from the masthead, at 12 or 13 miles. Its lat. is 11° 55’ S, 
and long. 144° 6’ I. of Greenwich. 


Raine Island is in the middle of an opening, of about 8 miles in breadth, through the outer 
Barrier Reef; no bottom is found with 125 fathoms in any part of thie opening, uor close up to the 
island, which 1s a low and narrow coral rock about quarter of a mile in length. ‘Thongh without water, 
it carries a Coarse green vegetation, winle Pandora Islet, which is 8 miles farther to the northward, in 
lat. 119° 27’ S. is a bare bank of sand. ‘ : 


The extreme points of the reefs which form the above opening bear from the Beacon N.N.E LE. 
and S.S.F 3K. by compass. ‘The time of high water at full and change is 10 o’Clock; the rise at 
ordinary springs about 10 feet; and the strength ot the tide sometimes amounts to Z knots. The flood 
comes in from the eastward and there is a general current of about a knot, setting te the northward, 
{or to leeward) along the face of the reef. The variation of the compass is 4° 30’ K, 


A vessel coming from the southward, and intending to penetrate the Barrier by Raine Island, 
should be pretty certain of her latitude; and when running in to the westward towards the reefs, she 
should so shape her course as to make the Beacon well on the starboard bow, in order to allow for the 
northerly current. 

When the Beacon is clearly made out the islaod will soon be seen and may be passed on either 
hand, as both channels are 24 miles wide, The squthern channel will be the most convenient, bus the 
reef, which projects a good mile from the S.E. end of the island, must be avoided. 


When the island is pagsed, a S.W. by W. 4 W. course by compass will lead through a wide open- 
ing in the second line of reefs, and the Hardy Islands will soon be seeu, as their distance from Raine 
Island is about 40 miles. Some scattered coral heads will however have to be passed, for which a 
goed look out should be kept; and it is recommended to all vessels, which have to run to the westward 
among these coral patches, to do so in the morning, before the aun passes much to the wogtward of the 
meridian, as the patches may thew be distinctly seen from the maat head, or from the fore yard, .at 
both of which places a careful lopk out man should be stationed, '

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the 26th of July | 
1845: 

Act No. or 1845. 
An Act for establishing a Court for the trial of 

Lilots aceused of hreach of duty. 
J. It is bereby enacted, that from and after the 
dav of . -5 1f any person 
emploved in’ the Pilot Service of the East fudta 
Company, at the Presidency of Tort William in 
Bengal, shall be accused of having commuted any 
breach of duty while engaged in such Service, and 
it shall appear to the Superintendant or Acting 
Superintendant of Marine, that such person ought 
to be brought#o trial for such breach of duty, 
such person shall be brought to trial betore a 
Court, consisting of a President and two Branch 
Pilote, with whom shall be joined, whenever it may 
be practicable, four Commanders of British Ships 
lying inthe River Hooghly, and two Merchants of 

Calcutta. 

Il. And it is hereby cnacted, that the said Pre- 
sident shall be such person as shall be, from time 
to time as occasion may require, appointed for that 
purpose by the Governor of Bengal. 

LU, And it is hereby enacted, that whenever it 
shall appear to such Saperintendant or Acting Su- 

erintendant of Marine, that any person employed 
in the said Pilot Service ought to be brought to 
trial before such Court, the said Superintendant or 
Acting Superintendant shall convene such Court 
by giving notice-to the said President, and Sum- 
monihg by writing under hie hand any two. Branch 
Pilots of the East India Company’s Service, and 
any four Commandera of British Ships lying in 
the Raver Hooghly, and any two Merchants of 
Calcutta, to appear at a tine and place to be 
specified im such writing for the purpose of hold- 
ing such trial, Provided always that every Court 
to be held under thig Act, shall conaist of the Pre- 
sident, and at leeet four Members, and that the 
decision shall in every case be according to the 
votes of the wiajority, and that: in case of aqua~ 
lity: of votes the dent shall have’a casting

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IV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
person so Summoned, as aforestid, shill neglect 
or refuse to attend in pursuance thereo’, or to res 
main in attendance to the end of auch trial 
without sufficient cause, then it shall be lawtul 
for the said Superimtendant or Acting Super- 
intendant of Marine to impose such fine upon 
such person as to him shall appear proper, not 
exceeding the sum of Rupeex 200 for every 
sueh defantt, and every Justiee of the Peace for 
the Tuwn of Calcutta is herehv authorized and 
required upon representation made to him in 
writing and signed by the said Superintendant, 
or Acting Supermtendant, to enforce the payment 
of such fine in hike manner as if such fine had 
been iinposed by himself. 


VV. And it is hereby enacted, that the proceed- 
ings before such Court shall be conducted on the 
part of Goverument by auch person as the Governor 
of Bengal shall from time to time appoint to act 
as Judge Advocate in the said Court, ; 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it sball be 
Jawful for the said Superintendant or Acting 
Superintendant of Murine, and he is hereby 
authorized and required either at the request 
of the party accused, or of the party making: 
the acengation, or of the said Court, by writitg 
under hi hand to Summon any person what- 
soever, to attend as a witness at atime and place 
to be specified in such Summons for the pirpose 
of being examined at any trial befere g Court con- 
stituted as aforesajd, or if, such person shall be 
about to depart from Calcutta. 80 as to be unable 
to attend at such trial without serious inconve- 
nience, then to be examined before the Presi- 
dent of the said Court, and any two Members 
of the said Court, provided always that due notice 
ofthe time and place of such examination shall 
be given to the person against whom a charge 
ig about to be preferred, and provided also, that 
such witness may nevertheless be examined at 
the trial if he shall be able to attend thereat in 
which case his examination may also be read at 
the trial. 

VIL And it is hereby enacted, that every 
witness duly Summoned %o attend any such Court 
or President and two Members, shall during bis 
necessary attendance on such Court or President 
and two Members, and in going to and returning 
from the bame, be privileged from abredg, and shall, 
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if arrested in breach of such privilege, be dis- 
charged by such Court or President and two 
Members, or by the Supreme Court, or any Judge 
thereof, according as the case shall require, upon 
its being made to appear to such Court or Presi- 
dent and two Members constituted by this Act, or 
to such Supreme Court, or Judge, by affidavit in 
& summary way that such witness was arrested in 
going to or returning from or attending upou such 
Court or President and two Members constituted 
by this Act, and that every witness so duly Sum- 
moned to attend as aforesaid, who shall not attend 
on such Court or President and two Members, 
or who attending shall refuse to give evidence 
on Oath or Solemn Affirmation or Declaration, or 
to answer all such questions as the Court or 
President and two Members may legally demand, 
shall be hable to be attached in the Supreme 
Court, upon complaint made, tn hke manner 
as if such witness had neglected to attend on any 
trial insuch Supreme Court. 


VITT. And it is herdby enacted, that every 
Member a-sisting at every such Court before the 
commencement of any proceeding, to be had before 
it shall take the following Oath upon the Holy 
Evangelista, which Oath shall be administered by 
the President of such Court to the other Meinbers 
thereof, and to the President by any Member who 
has taken the said Oath, that is to say, 


cy do swear that I will duly deter- 
mine and administer justice according to the 
evidence in the matter that shall be brought before 
me. So help me God.” 


IX. And it is hereby enacted, that every 
witness before any such Court or President and 
two Members shall be examined upon Oath, which 
such Courts and President and two Members are 
hereby authorized to administer. Provided always 
that in all cases wherein a Solemn Declaration or 
Affirmation would be allowed in Her Majesty’s

HON’BLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL

FORT WILLIAM, Ist August, 1845, 


No. 253 of 1845 —-With reference to Clausea 2 
and 6 of the Regulation published in the General 
Order No. 99 of the 3d June 1831, which declare 
that the permynent continuance of the Pension to 
which an Officer wounded in action may be origin- 
ally alrmitted, for an “ injury fully equal in every
